Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 7, 12, 27, 34 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for indication of allowable subject matter. The 
prior art fails to teach, or suggest, the limitations of: 

" determining whether any of the first computer program entities has offered an 
improved price for the security, wherein the improved price is higher than the 
proposed price for buying or lower than the proposed price for selling, and if an 
improved price has been offered, providing the improved price as the published price 
to the plurality of market participants", (as in independent Claims 1,7, 12, 27, 34); 

Keiser et al (US Patent No: 6, 505, 174) discloses a computer implemented securities 
trading system with virtual specialist function. 

Neither this Patent, nor in combination with others, disclose nor teach the feature of 
"determining whether any of the first computer program entities has offered an improved price 
for the security, wherein the improved price is higher than the proposed price for buying or lower 
than the proposed price for selling, and if an improved price has been offered, providing the 
improved price as the published price to the plurality of market participants". 

Buist (US Patent : 6, 408, 282) discloses a system and method for conducting securities 
transactions over a computer network. 

Neither this Patent, nor in combination with others, disclose nor teach the feature of 
"determining whether any of the first computer program entities has offered an improved price 
for the security, wherein the improved price is higher than the proposed price for buying or lower

than the proposed price for selling, and if an improved price has been offered, providing the 
improved price as the published price to the plurality of market participants".
